THE STONE FACES or Lithops and their kin are among the most interesting and attractive plants I know. 


A fine collection of them can be grown on a window ledge, as they take up but little room and many can be 
grown in a single pot. They are found in South Africa in desert areas, where they grow snuggled down in the 
soil with just their tops visible. They simulate the stones or soil in which they grow so that they are almost 


impossible to find except when they burst forth in bloom with the coming of the rains, With age they form 
clusters, but mostly they are small top-shaped plantlets from %-inch to 1-inch in diameter, variously colored 
and variegated on their exposed tops, which are really a pair of connate, turgid leaves. Many have ‘‘windows’’ 
through which the light shines to reach the chlorophyll buried beneath the ground. These translucent windows 
are of a different color than the rest of the plant and form lovely patterns, distinct in each species. Some 


are brick red, others dove grey, rosy white, grey green, rosy brown, speckled, marbled and lined in intricate 
ways. Their flowers are like daisies, either sparkling white or yellow, and appear in early September and 


October or in Spring. 


CULTURE. They are quite easily grown, in fact, 
they often flower the first year. Plant them in almost 
pure sand and place them in a sunny, airy window, 
watering only when the sand is dry to a depth of 
one-half inch. Even then, never saturate them. Water 
lightly so they will dry out in a few days. When 
growth is completed in May and June keep quite dry 
until mid-August. Then water lightly until the buds 
show. During the cold, dreary days of Winter water 
only when necessary. Remember they are desert plants 
and are impatient of wetness, very impatient.

CULTURE OF ORCHID CACTI 


In general, they should be treated very much as one would ferns or 
begonias or even geraniums. This is understandable when one remembers 
they are NOT desert plants but native to the warm upland forests of 
They enjoy a quite sandy but rich soil 
from which surplus water quickly drains away. They like plenty of water 
during the growing season from March to September, never allowing 
them to become dry. Feeding with Cactus Food greatly stimulates growth 
If possible they like being put out under a tree in Sum- 
mer, where they will make lusty, well matured growth sure to bloom, 
after the Winter’s rest, in April, May and June. 


A soil of gritty sand, leafmold and light, rich loam in about equal 
proportions suits them nicely. Do not overpot them. An average plant as 
shipped should not have a larger pot than 4 inches until well established. 
Plants always root quicker in small pots where the roots have better 
access to the air. Winter them in a cool place above 45 degrees.

PUNTIAS and their close relatives form a very distinct and interesting group. ‘They have the widest distri- 

bution of all cacti, being found from Canada south to Argentina. There are a myriad forms but mainly they 
can be grouped between those with round stems or flat pads. Some have quite lovely flowers, some are almost 
spineless, _others like our Chollas have really wicked spines. Some are grown for their pleasantly edible 
fruits, which are produced in prodigious quantities and are very common in the markets of semi-desert regions 
where other fruits are scarce. Since they grow easily under almost any conditions they are very good plants to 
start your collection, and as such I strongly recommend them, The forms are always interesting and attractive, 
and whether they bear flowers or not they are necessary to give variety. Generally they need a lot of Summer 
sun and poor soil to make them flower, for some only blossom as a last resort. ‘

Succulents 


7 ee colorful and fascinating desert plants are becoming increasingly popular with our patrons. 

Most of them are easy to grow in the window garden and none of them have spines. They 
are found principally in the desert or semi-desert regions of Africa and Mexico, though almost 
every region of the world produces some species. They are called ‘‘succulents’’ because their 
thick juicy stems and leaves store water to tide them over the long dry spells found in their 
home lands. Mexico, from its mountains and plateaus, has given us the lovely Echeverias with 
their rich coloring and handsome flowers, the white powdered-leaved Pachyphytums, Sedums and 
related genera and the stately Yuccas and Nolinas and the towering spikes of the Century Plants. 
From South America come the Dyckias and Puyas, members of the Pineapple family. But the 
great bulk of our succulents are from South Africa and Madagascar. Here are found a myriad of 
strange and curious forms. The strikingly beautiful Star Flowers, some with blossoms bigger than 
dinner plates, nestle beneath the scanty shade of Mimosas. The plains and valleys are dotted with 
shrubby Mesembryanthemums, which during their flowering seasons are ablaze with brilliant 
blossoms. In the warmer regions toward Rhodesia the great tree Euphorbias, their gaunt arms 
reaching upward, give thin shade to the sturdy black men in their kraals. The wonderfully 
adapted Stone Plants, which in their hundreds mimic the pebbles among which they grow, are 
found in abundance. Only when they burst into bloom may one discover their hiding places. 
Clumps of Haworthias in their infinite varieties cling to the shelter of the sparse shrubs, shrubby 
Cotyledons open their orange bells on the hillsides, and among them hide the dainty Crassulas, 
with their fragrant ‘‘shaving brush’’ blossoms, while the tlaming torches of the glorious Aloes 
march over veld and kopje, their honey-dripping bells an invitation to the flashing sun birds.

CULTURE OF SUCCULENTS 


Succulents are mostly quite at home in the window garden, 
being the most amenable of plants. They like a quite sandy soil. 
Soils containing much clay are sticky and cold. Sandy soils do 
not stay wet and quickly absorb warmth, being much more to the 
liking of our desert succulents, who do not like wet feet. <A 
suitable soil may be made up of 1 part easily crumbled loam, 2 
parts coarse sand and 1 part of leufmold. Very rich soils are in- 
clined to make succulents grow too fast, wherein they tend to lose 
their interesting forms and colors, besides becoming prime sub- 
jects for bugs and diseases. 

In watering be temperate. A good sensible rule is to apply 
water only as ahe soil becomes fairly dry. Water lightly, neve 
soaking them. They should dry out in a week or ten days, par- 
ticularly in Winter. You will never lose them from rotting if this 
simple rule is followed. Remember they are not used to much 
rain in their desert homes and dry spells are quite normal. They 
are particularly impatient of too heavy watering right after they 
are newly planted. It takes one to two months to recover, 


They like pleny of light and many do well in full sunshine, 
though they will appreciate a little shade in the midlle of a Sum- 
mer day. The more shade they have the less water they will need, 
which is true of all plants. They also like plenty of fresh air at 
all times.

S AN OLD MAMILLARIA fan perhaps I am prejudiced, but I know of no other group of plants that gives one 
pleasure to grow and collect. There are endless varieties and new ones eontinually turning up. 
They are fine for collectors wtih limited space, for you can grow mature specimens on a window ledge which will 
bloom and fruit yearly. This year we have a number of new ones to offer and will have many more to offer in 
the future as they are propagated. Some are lovely because of the intricate, almost geometrical pattern of their 
spines and nipples; yellow, white, black and red spines. Some with long white hair or feathered spines. Some 
grow solitary, others form many headed clusters, others form mounds, the heads so closely pressed together as to 
hexagonal. Most are native to Mexico, though many are found in the United States, Central America and even 
Colombia and Venezuela. They grow from the salty sands of the beaches to the high mountains. Many hide in 
the scanty shade of the chaparral or cluster on the steep brush-clad walls of desert barrancas. Some bloom in 
Spring, others in Summer, Fall or Winter with pink, red,’ white or yellow blossoms The seed pods of some are

HE BARREL CACTI form a large natural group, including most of those with round or short 

stems and bearing accordion-like ridges or sometimes chins or nipples. They are found from | 
the United States all the way down to Patagonia. Mexico is particularly rich in the larger kinds. 
Many bear lovely blossoms, as the Rebutias, Notocacti, Parodias, Chin Cacti, etc. | have described | 
here also most globular kinds, though technically some are more closely related to the Cerei. 
The pleated effect of the ridged stems, well shown by Bishop’s Cap, opposite, allows them to | 
expand rapidly when the rains fall without bursting. The flowers are regular and wheel shaped 
generally, though not always, borne among the younger areoles at the top. Those bearing nipples 
often have the flowers on the tips, as does the curious Leuchtenbergia. They grow from sea 
level to high in the mountains, for in the Andes | found them as high as 14,000 feet, where | 
it is cold even in Summer. The blossoms of these mountain species are of lovely bright colors. 
It was interesting to find them in such unlikely places. Surprising to me also so high were the 
emerald green parakeets.

They are 
mostly native to Argentina. 

CULTURE. They have strong root systems and are 
vigorous growers. In pots I prefer to grow them in a 
sandy loam soil, feeding them lightly 3 or 4 times 
during Spring and Summer with our Cactus Food. 
Repot every second year, washing the roots clean and 
trimming them back. They are greatly invigorated and 
bloom more abundantly when so treated. Repotting 
cacti at the commencement of the growing season re- 
tards them very little. If the root systems are dam- 
aged by improper soil, too much watering or the 
iniquitous nematode repotting is surprisingly effective 
in rehabilitating them.

and its ALLIES 


NCLUDED in this large division of the Cactus Family are all the tall growing kinds, most of the 

climbing kinds, as well as many clustering and creeping varieties. Some of the giant Cerei 
tower upwards to almost 50 feet and weigh many tons, others are so tiny one’s thumb dwarfs 
them. They are mostly found in the warmer regions from Arizona all the way down to Argentina. 
Generally they grow in brush or scrub forest land, though some grow in the most arid regions 
imaginable, as does Browningia. The flowers of some are gloriously beautiful, huge chalices 
sparkling in the morning sunlight. No one could ever forget the ethereal beauty of a Tricho- 
cereus, its gaunt arms stretched upward, wreathed in pearly whiteness. The climbing varieties, 
such as the Moon Cereus and Queen of the Night, often grow in the jungles, climbing in the 
trees, opening their chaste blossoms in the airy lofts high above the forest floor. The giant tree 
species grow in widely scattered groves, their tops the roosting place for vultures. Recently 
many new Cerei have been discovered and certainly many more may be expected. The cacti of 
South America are but little known botanically. All may be grown in your window garden.
